Under a recent change of 
rules, Australian players, in- 
cluding members of the World 
Cup squad, are eligible to play 
in the Olympics if the majority 
of their wages comes from 
Sources outside soccer. 

The rules are different for 
Europe and South America 
where players who have 
played World Cup games are 
banned from the Olympics. 

Australia will play the 
Oceania round of its World Cup 
qualification games in Sep- 
tember-October-November, 
1985.

nues, admission price 
Structure and decisions 
about interrupting club 
competitions, 


‘‘And, most import- 
antly, the States them- 
selves must be allowed to 
field State teams against 
the tourists."’

While the senior Socceroos were wowing 
the Australian public during the world series, 


- 


the flashy teenagers of the Institute of Sport 
were further boosting our considerable repu- 


tation in youth soccer. 


Under-coach Jim Shoulder, the 
AIS team reached the final of the 
International Culture Cup for 
under 19s in Dortmund, and 
missed out on the final of the PSV 
Eindhoven under 20 tournament 
by only one goal. 

Shoulder will coach the Aus- 
tralian youth team which has an 
excellent chance of reaching the 
finals of the World Youth 
Championships next year. The 
best of the AIS players will go into 
the national youth squad. 

Australia, Israel, Taiwan, 
Papua-New Guinea, Fiji and New 
Zealand will play a qualifying 
round-robin tournament in the 
last two weeks of February, 1985, 
and the winner will go straight 
into the WYC finals in Chile in Oc- 
tober. 

The round-robin will be 
played in Australia, making 
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The international 
soccer series has 
ended, but its reper- 
cussions hopefully 
will be felt for years 
to come in Australian 
sporting circles. 

That at feast, is the desire 
of Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation Marketing commercial 
director Peter Sheean, the 
man who set up the tourna- 
ment and who copped quite a 
bit of tlak before, during and 
after the series. 

Sheean was surprisingly 
frank last week about the se- 
ries, and his views on its suc- 
cesses and failures, about 
things that he’d do again — or 
wouldn’t. 

“We probably ended up 
making a small loss on the 
whole venture,"" he said 

“We budgeted for about 
250,000 people at all games, 
and we got about 230,000.” 

But. he said he was not 
overly worried about the loss. 

“Anyone who thinks they 
can come into Australian soc- 
cer, which Is ‘so disorganised, 
and try to organise a series 
like we did and then actually 
make money is just living ina 
fantasy. 

“A lot of people just didn’t 
know what they were talking 
about if they thought we'd 
make a huge profit,’’ he said. 

Sheean said in fact, profit 
was not the major motivating 
force behind the series. 

“Our main aim was to re-es- 
tablish in the minds of the 
soccer public that a national 
team — the Socceroos — did 
exist. 

“In the past three or so 
years, we've rarely seen the 
Australian team in Australia 

“The Socceroos — both the 
senior and youth teams — have 
played plenty of matches over- 
seas and gained plenty of 
praise from the critics, but the 
Australian public has hardly 
seen the team.”’ 

He said the Australian spor- 
ting public was one that 
needed to identify with a com- 
petitive, if not a successful, 
national side, whatever the 
sport, 

“Take cricket. How many 
people go to watch club crick- 
et, or even Sheffield Shield? 
But look’ at the crowds when 
Australia plays 

“It’s the same with rugby 
union, or hockey, or tennis

the young Socceroos the hot fa- 
vorites. 

Never before have they played 
qualifying matches at/home. in 
1979 they had to go to New Zea- 
land and, after winning that tour- 
nament, to Paraguay where they 
were eliminated. In 1981 they 
qualified automatically as hosts of 
the finals, and in 1982-83 they 
qualified in Papua-New Guinea 
and Costa Rica. 

The draw for next February's 
qualifying tournament will be 
made at an Oceania Con- 
federation meeting in Brisbane on 
August 13. 

According to Shoulder, the AIS 
players with the best chance of 
being selected to the national 
youth squad are goalkeepers 
Mirko Runje (Vic) and Paul Jones 
(WA), sweeper Andrew Bernal 
(ACT). forwards Warren Spink

‘Those are the facts of life 


“To market soccer we have 
to market a competitive Soc- 
ceroo team. In that area I 
think the international series 
was highly successful.” 


Sheean said ASFM was also 
obliged to give national coach 
Frank Arok the chance to see 
players he has been consid- 
ering for the national team, in 
international action, not just 
club soccer. 


“If I'd just wanted to make 
money, I wouldn't have sug- 
gested a ‘B’ squad or sugges- 
ted that we go to cities such as 
Perth, Darwin, Brisbane and 
Adelaide 


“We'd just have brought out 
Juventus for four or five 
games in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne and have cleaned up. 


“But we wanted to do more 
than that. We're building for 
the long term 

“Sure, I'm a business man 
But I see it as a challenge to 
market soccer across the 
country 


“We'll never replace Aussie 
Rules in Victoria or League in 
NSW, because they are the 
socially accepted codes, the 
codes that people have been 
brought up on 

“But if we can make soccer 
a viable alternative, then we'll 
have achieved something.” 

Sheean said that when he 
started planning the series he 
talked to quite a few people 
within the code for ideas and 
advice 

“I suppose you'd call them 
the experts,”’ he said 

“Well, we learned that the 
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‘experts’ were wrong most of 
the time. 

“We had to learn from ex- 
perience and from market re- 
search carried out in the 
various cities which teams 
would be favourably received 
under what circumstances.” 

He said that despite the poor 
response from Brisbane and 
Adelaide, there would always 
be ASF-sponsored matches in 
those cities 

“We're trying to promote 
soccer as a national sport, and 
we need to market the game 
nationally. 

“In the right circumstances, 
I'm sure there would be better 
support.”’ 

Those ‘“‘right § circum- 
stances" probably will be a 
competitive tournament. 

But Sheean says it was just 
not possible to stage a tourna- 
ment of the calibre ASFM 
wanted this year 

“Sure we could have got 
three other.sides out here for a 
round robin tournament,"’ he 
said. 

*‘But we wouldn't have been 
abie to get Juventus, we may 
have had to go for some lesser 
known side, and we probably 
wouldn't have got Rangers or 
Iraklis 

“We couldn’t get them all 
here al the same time, so we 
fot them when we could 

“But with a bit of advanced 
planning for next year we'll be 
able to get what we want

Clubs like to 
g0 somewhere where they'll 
gel a good match, and not just 
run up cricket scores,” he 
said 


“And if you can combine 
that with first class accom- 
modation, travel and treat- 
ment, they'll remember you." 


He said he would be heading 
off to the United States and 
Europe in the next week or so, 
to “put together next year’s 
tournament’’. 


“This time we'll be able to 
do the thing properly,” he 
Said. 

“We've seen that our soccer 
fans want to see the best. 
They're like the rest of the 
sports public. 


“They want to see the 
McEnroes, the West Indies, 
the All Blacks, the Liver- 
pools.”’ 


Sheean made no apologies 
for using both the Sydney and 
Melbourne Cricket Grounds, 
and Football Park in Adelaide, 
grounds that are far from sat- 
isfactory for building atmos- 
phere at soccer matches. 


“That may be so, but they 
are by far and away the best 
grounds for spectators," 
Sheean said. ‘‘and we were, 
after all, trying to win people 
back to the game.” 


“At the MCG you can guar- 
antee virtually everyone a 
seat, proper toilet facilities, 
Proper canteen services and 
g00d views.

Annapolis beat out 20 cities to be chosen, 
along with Los Angeles, Palo Alto, California, 
and Cambridge, Mass., as a site for the soccer 
tournament.
